So Patrick Casey of Burlington Shot

Bullet into His Mouth.

Hiirlingtoii, Sept. 27 Patrick Casey,
aged 51) year, committed suicide yester-
day, by shooting himself in the mouth.
Despondency was the cause. He had
been drinking heavily lately and had had
trouble- with hi wife. He was found
dead in hi shop iu the American House
block. He leaves a widow and a broth-
er.

James Clark, night watchman on the
premises, nays he heard Casey about 4
o'clock. The latter bad slept in the Tear
of bis shop and Mr. Clark had heard him
breathing heavily. N'o one heard the
shooting and it is thought that it was
between the hours of four and six o'clock
bcfoie the neighbors were up. Nothing
was found about the dead man's person
to indicate the cause of the suicide and
no message was left.

Horace Loomis, who had asited Mr.
Casey in keeping his uceount books said
that he had wen the revolver in Casey's
shop and extracted the bullet from it,
fearing that in his condition at times he
might use it. When Chief Russell found
the weapon it contained five loaded shells
so that Casey had evidently loaded them
for a purpose. He was troubled of late
with palsey and was extremely nervous
which was attributed to his irregular
habits.

Mr. Casey had been in the plumbing
business for about two years previous
to w hich time he was employed by W. B.
Gates as man of all work. He is sur-
vived by a wife, a brother, Edward Ca-

sey of Middlebury, and two sisters, Mrs.
Anna Willett of this city and Miss Kate
Casey of New York.

BANK MAN DROPS DEAD.
